For the Christian, just as important as 
what we do is why we do it. This applies 
with particular feat to the matter of 
our pledging for the support of the 
Church. As the administrator of a Dio- | 
cese in a fast-growing area with pressing 
needs for funds, my chief interest would 
seem to be seeing that the needed addi- 
tional money actually comes. But as chief 
pastor of our people, I must of necessity Tim 
have an equal interest in what internally 
brings our people to give adequately. The important fact is 
that if a communicant meets a right standard of giving for 
the right reason, something much more important than the 
actual giving has happened: the giver has become a saint— 
and this is every man’s first calling. 

It is not goodness that makes us the saint, it is dedication: 
recognition that we and all created things belong to God, 
and that we are merely stewards of ourselves, our means, our 
time and talents. Of course goodness flows out of the spirit 
of dedication—and indeed, if goodness does not appear, one 
well might doubt that there has been a real dedicaion. 

All things are His, and we are called to a responsible 
stewardship of all things He has committed to us,—in each 
of us different situations and with different obligations, but 
in all this the direct work of God through His Church has 
the first priority. Hence from time immorial the tithe of the

There is a very real difference between 
Christian Stewardship and “making a 
contribution” to the Church. Ii'the first 
instance a person makes a commitment 
of all that he is and ail that he has to 
the purposes of God, and in the second, 
he hopes to be a part of the plans and 
purposes of God’s Church by paying his 
passage. You will remember that in the 
Old Testament Book of Jonah, God out- 
lined to the Prophet His plans for the ”; sf 
conversion of Ninevah. Rather than accommodate himself t 
this redemptive work he took passage on a ship for Tarshish. 
We have reason to believe that he paid the minimum fare 
but as far as his commitment to the over-all purpose of God 
and the welfare of his shipmates he proved to be a liability— 
a spiritual stow-a-way. 

Once a person catches the spirit of Stewardship he sees the 
support of the Church in far larger terms than ever before. 
Instead of “supporting” the Church he is aware of the scope 
of God's plans and purposes for himself, his neighborhood, 
his community, his nation, and his world, and he wants the 
Church to speak to and foster this breadth of vision and 
concern. His material goods are seen in the light of this pur- 
pose and he wants to plow back into the work as much as he 
can. This is Stewardship in the broader sense. 

Actually the man who is a stow-a-way in the Christian

STEWARDSHIP GAINS 
BROAD MOMENTUM 


Stewardship became the common theme 
of Episcopal communicants throughout the 
Diocese of California early this month as 
clergy and laity turned their attention to 
the needs of their Church for the coming 
year. 

And with most parishes and missions 
es to continue their campaign for 

cial commitments for 1962 through 
December, the principle of tithing as- 
sumed greater prominence and force than 
ever before, according to officials. Many 
congregations were turning to tithing as 
the basis for their giving, as in the case 
of Trinity, Sar Francisco, which earlier in 
the year announced it would utilize this 
form of giving to the exclusion of any 
other. 

As the yearly appeal for pledges got 
under way, the chairman of the Diocesan 
Department of Stewardship, Dr. Herbert 
Ward, and the Diocesan Director of Stew- 
ardship and Finance, the Rev. Canon John 
S. Yaryan, emphasized the requirement for 
giving to meet the responsibilities of 
Christian stewardship growing out of in- 
creased commitments involving broader 
activities of the Mission of the Church, the 
program of Christian Education and other 
needs. 

Biblical Nature 


Citing the Biblical nature of tithing as 
a means of assuring discharge of the in- 
dividual’s Christian commitment to his 
God and Church, Canon Yaryan declared: 


“Were we all to tithe, it would be pos- 
sible for us to support all dire needs of 
mankind in this geographic area and put 
a good leg on our long-awaited provincial 
university. Our financial predicament in 
terms of not meeting our self-imposed 
goals of Christian action is the consequence 
of not tithing—and not offering an al- 
ternative means of supporting the desirable 
and necessary ends of the Church.” 


The Canon went on to state that “we 
have raised money in the past mainly to 
build buildings” and that the “need for 
Christian stewardship extends far beyond 
the material structure of a house of wor- 
ship and its physical appurtenances.” 


“Most budgets in the Church,” he 
added, “worship a building when 
they should perpetuate a broad pro- 
gram of Christian stewardship with 
all it implies. Were we to tithe only 
two per cent on an average, we 
should meet all our building and 
maintenance requirements and if we 
were to tithe an average of eight 
per cent, we should provide all the

“God So Loved the World” 


TITHING IS DEFINED AS PRIVILEGE OF 
SERVING THE LORD IN MATERIAL WORLD 


By the Rev. Canon John S. Yaryan 


A good Biblical concept has been reintroduced into the Anglican Communion of the 
Holy Catholic Church, this part of the body of Christ which the world views as “re- 
spectable” and “comfortable.” It is the good word “tithe.” With this word comes 
violent tension and in many areas of the Church people are shocked while in other 
areas, praise God, people see an opportunity for love's expression. Scriptural authority, 
which is a standard of our faith, commands the tithe. It was an Old Testament law, 
and it is assumed to be exceeded in the New Testament. 

Money was the theme or in some way entered in the majority of sermons and dis- 
courses of Jesus. One verse out of every six in St. Matthew, St. Mark and St. Luke is

religious or charitable uses. Hence, a small but ratable tax or levy. 


The Old Testament commands a tithe of not just a tenth, but the best 
tenth of gross income. In a real sense, it is one of those bonds that is estab- 
lished by the Jew, as an expression of oneness with the nation, Israel, the 
God-chosen people. It was part of the Law, definitely a “thou shalt.” 


The Old testament Jew had no alternative. His gift of a tithe was a tax, whose 
payment was a condition of his acceptance of Judaism, hence was in a real sense a 
validation of his citizenship and not to tithe carried with it the innuendo of schism 
with the Nation, hence God. 

The Material World 


Jews were, and are very materialistic people and so are Christians, and should be! 
The ancient Hebrews saw God speaking to them through things and people; such as 
the burning brush, the staff of Moses, and through people such as the prophets and 
indeed, through their Nation itself. They saw Him working in history, in events like 
the Exodus, the parting of the waters, in the battles and wars of Israel's history; yes, 
into all the affairs of men. They saw the goodness of creation because God made it. 
Their Scripture—what we Christians call the Old Testament—starts with creation: 
creation of the material world. Their summary of the start, or the genesis was: “God 
saw everything that He had made, and behold, it was very good.” This view of the 
reality of the material world is unique among all the peoples of the world throughout 
all history, and this view of the reality of the material world was brought to its divine 
crescendo in Jesus Christ. 

When God chose to come to earth, it was to this people, the Nation of Israel, 
that He came for they alone of the peoples of the world could understand God's action. 
For they alone, of the peoples of the world, recognize that man’s salvation demanded 
that God come to earth as man. Thus, they alone could comprehend the meaning of 
this mighty act for they comprehend the ordained aoe of God-created material. 
No other people were so prepared and so ready. The Old Testament is summed up: 
yearning for Jesus Christ. 

Thus, Jesus came into a very materialistic group in a very material way—in the 
flesh. He lived out a very material life, as the adopted son of a Jewish carpenter,

Nearly half of the men who enter 
the Henry Ohlhoff House for rehabili- 
tation leave it cured of their addiction 
to alcohol. 


This encouraging report by the Rev. 
K. L. Sandercock, priest-director of the 
diocesan center for alcoholic rehabili- 
tation, was offered during ceremonies 
marking the third anniversary of the 
San Francisco institution last month. 


Bishop Millard conducted brief serv- 
ices that marked the anniversary pro- 
gram, during which Father Sandercock 
reported that improved therapy, of 
which the “heart and center is the 
Chapel of the Holy Spirit” has lifted the 
percentage of rehabilitations from 30 
per cent the year previously to “some- 
where between 40 and 50 per cent at 
the present time.” 


Accommodating up to 40 guests at a 
time, the Henry Ohlhoff House has 
totaled more than 550 alcoholic cases 
since its opening. Father Sandercock 
emphasized the fact that men are wel- 
comed as guests without regard to their 
religious affiliations.

Have you ever opened a cupboard and 
then stood there looking blankly in, won- 
dering why you opened it in the first 
place? 


Sometimes becoming aware of the real 
meaning of stewardship is a little like an 
open cupboard. You might react in one 
of two ways ... either you know exactly 
why you opened the cupboard and get to 
work immediately, or you see a tumble 
of contents and wish you had never opened 
it in the first place. 


Talent to All 


If you are one who gets right to work, 
lucky you; but if you are one who is stuck 
by confusion, lost in the maize of bits and 
pieces, forgetting why you are there in 
the first place, you are like almost every- 
one. You might have forgotten, for in- 
stance, that God has given some talents 
to all, but not all talents to any, and you 
rush around trying to do everything, usu- 
ally at once. 

If you think of this in terms of tithing, 
you might have reversed the intent of 
tithing. I doubt that there are many women 
in this Diocese who have not been exposed 
to the parable of the talents, sermons on 
the tithing of time, talents and money, 
and a presentation by the Stewardship 
chairman of the parish. The Woman's 
Auxiliary and now the Episcopal Church- 
women have long worked toward com- 
municating this message and worked to- 
ward its application, but we seldom look 
at the other side—the cluttered cupboard 
of a busy being. We do God the great 
injustice of thinking that if we don’t work 
personally in every area of His church, the 
whole Kingdom will crash at His feet. 


Best Use 


We are perhaps much more aware of 
the tithing of our worldly goods than we 
are of the evaluation of our time and tal- 
ents so that they may be put to the best 
possible use in the work of our Lord. We 
wind up tithing our time and talent to 
our families rather than our church .. . 
and do justice to neither. The Stewardship 
to our Lord is a “have to” but its greatest 
value lies in its becoming a “want to.” 
To give back to God which is His, joy- 
fully, makes it twice as precious, and we 
cannot give joyfully if we resent the gift 
or feel guilty in the giving. 
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REFUGEE FAMILY IS 
SETTLED BY CHURCH 


One of the most vital works of the 
Episcopal Church today, functioning 
internationally through the Caurch 
World Service and in the Diocese of 
California through the Refugees Sec- 
tion of the Division of Social Rela- 
tions, Department of Community 
Relations, is the task of settling 
homeless families who have been 
forced to flee from the troubled spots 
of the world. Often the helpless vic- 
tims of political or racial upheavals 
or oppression, they seek sanctuary, 
for adults and children alike, from 
forces which, beyond their control 
to resist, threaten not merely their 
existence but the spiritual, moral and 
physical integrity of their persons. 

Typical of such a family, of their 
experiences and their personalities, 
are the Witmers of Santa Cruz, Cali- 
fornia, whose story follows.—The 
Editors. 


The Witmers are six—three adults, 
three children. 

Charles E. Witmer, now 30, was a 
junior auditor with an Indonesian railway 
when residents of Dutch descent were 
ordered to leave the new republic in the 
winter of 1957-58.

UNCERTAIN TRUMPET FAILS 
TO MEET NEEDS OF CHURCH 


(Note to the Reader: The follow- 
ing article, by the rector of St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church at King 
City, is presented as a parish view of 
stewardship and tithing and reflects 
the philosophy of support of the 
Church which is typical of repre- 
sentative clergy and laity — The 
Editor).

“For if the trumpet give an uncertain 
sound, who shall prepare himself to 
do battle?”’—I CORINTHIANS 14:8. 


It is somewhat surprising that our Epis- 
copal Church has been able to do as much 
as it has in outreach in this century, par- 
ticularly when it has had such varied and 


confused teaching in stewardship in the 
last six decades.. Pew-rents, whist drives, 
luncheons, dinners and bazaars, appeals to 
subscribe a budget, appeals to meet a defi- 
cit, appeals to impulse giving—all have 
had their day, and as rad raising methods 
have been weighed and found wanting. In 
the teaching of the principles and practice 
of Christian stewardship, some have been 
a deliberate waste of time and talent. All 
reflect the uncertain trumpeting of a 
church which has dismissed with timidity 
the real facing of the management of the 
life by its members. Where this happens, 
and where money is mentioned apolo- 
getically, the Church blows its trumpet 
uncertainly. The result is a half-hearted 
response where there should be a total 
commitment. 

Fortunately the picture is changing. It 
used to be that the only mention we ever 
heard of tithing was in Bishop Shires’ 
annual address at Convention. Now, for 
at least four years the clarion blasts of 
sound stewardship principles have been 
sounded in our Diocese, and the echoes 
resound as other Dioceses across the nation 
are following our lead. Stewardship as it 
is now taught in the Diocese of California 
is NO uncertain trumpet. 


Stewardship Defined 


Stewardship is our management of the 
whole of our lives in a responsible manner, 
and the dedication of a portion of that 
life—a portion of at least one tenth of our- 
selves and the blessings we have received 
from God—to the furthering of His work. 
This is a far better way of caring for the 
housekeeping expense and the outreach of 
Christ’s Church than any of the ways of 
the past because, in the first place, it takes 
our Lord's final command seriously. 

“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the Gospel to every creature,’ was the 
great commission. It is a command which 
extends to all of us. Now it is bad enough 
that for most of us, Our Lord’s command is 
done only by proxy. It is far worse when we 
leave this responsibility to others and then 
do not provide them with the resources to 
do the work we cannot do ourselves. Stew- 
ardship creates an awareness of the scope 
of God! s work, provides us with the deter- 
mination to see that it is done, and moti- 
vates us to set aside a portion of our 
blessings of this life that God's will may 
be done. 

When we accept the stewardship stand- 
ard of the tithe, we are committed to more 
than “buying our way out.” A tithe is a 
tithe of our whole life, and that includes

Canon West Resigns As 
Rector at Palo Alto 


The Rev. Canon Edwin E. West, in a 
message to the congregation which he read 
during its final October service, announced 
his resignation as rector of St. Mark’s 
Church, Palo Alto, effective December 1. 

The action resulted from a difference 
between the rector and the congregation 
over questions of policy, including special 
activities. Canon West had voiced objec- 
tion to what he termed “frequent” rum- 
mage sales which, he said, “militate against 
the proper support of the church through 
tithing.” 

A special meeting of the Vestry open 
to the congregation, at which the Rev. 
David Graham, Rural Dean of the Con- 
vocation of Santa Clara, presided, was un- 
able to resolve the basic differences. Fol- 
lowing Canon West's brief statement of 
resignation, the Senior Warden of the 
Parish, Robert Ready, said: 

“This Parish has been through a great 
deal, and all we now want is to settle down 
and start pulling together.” 

No announcement of Canon West's fu- 
ture plans was immediately forthcoming.

Famed African Bishop Cites Work Among 
Peoples Now Emerging Into Statehood 


One of the Anglican Communion’s most 
illustrious Churchmen, who has given new 
dimension to the meaning of Christian 
stewardship in the remoteness of East 
Africa, was a visitor in the Diocese of 
California last month, and left behind him 
an indelible impression of the Mission of 
the Church. 

The Rt. Rev. Trevor Huddleston, An- 
glican Bishop of Masasi in Tanganyika, 
spent the better part of a week here, during 
which he defined with eloquent simplicity, 
the obligations and needs of the missionary 
Christian in an area where his religion 
encounters the force of Islam and native 
custom. 

Long Service 

For many years during prior service in 
South Africa, Bishop Huddleston was an 
outspoken antagonist of the policies and 
practices of apartheid, and he retains the 
deeply ingrained commitment to voice his 
continuing championship of the rights of 
all men, regardless of color. 

In various appearances in the Diocese, 
the Bishop stressed the unsatisfied demands 
on the Church for assistance to the wave 
of humanity emerging from centuries of 
oppression into the light of freedom. Tan- 
ganyika soon becomes a free nation within 
the British Commonwealth. 

Bishop Huddleston, whose diocese is 
roughly the size of Rhode Island, operates 


three hospitals with only two doctors, both 
women. He said that their work requires 
increasing support. 

African Missions 

Educated at Christ Church, Oxford, he 
was priested in 1937 after reading theology 
at Wells Theological College. After his 
curacy he joined the Community of the 
Resurrection and was professed in 1941, 
after which he was sent to the Order's 
House in South Africa and on missions to 
the African natives in about Johannesburg 
as Priest-in-Charge. He became Provincial 
of the Order in 1949, and in 1956 was 
recalled to England, where he served in 
various capacities until his consecration as 
the fourth Bishop of Masasi in 1960. 

In the United States as the official guest 
of the Director and Board of the Bishop 
Anderson Foundation of Chicago, Bishop 
Huddleston followed a crowded Califor- 
nia schedule. Besides preaching at Grace 
Cathedral, he appeared before the San 
Francisco Theological Seminary, the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific, the 
Convocation of San Mateo at St. Paul’s 
Church, Burlingame; the assembly of the 
Cathedral School for Boys, San Francisco, 
and a day-long meeting with Episcopal 
clergy in Grace Cathedral. He was the 
dinner guest of the Rev. Canon John S. 
Yaryan and Mrs. Yaryan and of Bishop 
and Mrs. Pike during his visit. 


Church Families Asked By Bishop to Aid 
In Resettling Refugees From Cuba 


Episcopalians in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia were asked by Bishop Pike last week 
to join in the nation-wide campaign to 
resettle the 130,000 Cubans who have 
taken refuge in the United States after flee- 
ing the tyranny of Fidel Castro. 

The Bishop pointed out “we can par- 
ticipate by sponsoring a Cuban family, pro- 
viding a foster home for unaccompanied 
Cuban children, or by sending money to 
the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World 
Relief.” 

Pointing out that 50,000 homeless Cu- 
bans are now in Miami desperately seeking 
understanding assistance, Bishop Pike de- 
clared: 

“We must act immediately. Sponsoring 
a family means finding them housing, a 
job for the adult head, and offering parents 
and children alike moral support. The U.S. 
Government pays travel expenses of ref- 
ugees to the locale of their sponsor, where 


they are eligible for help from local wel- 
fare agencies. In many cases, of course, 
there is a language barrier, but we have 
interpreters in the Church, and similar help 
is available through the local agencies.” 


Bishop Pike, referring to published re- 
ports of mass shipments of Cuban children 
to Soviet Russia for “education,” added 
that it is essential that Americans provide 
foster homes for such children in this 
country and education in democracy. Fed- 
eral funds provide $5.50 a day per refugee 
child in a private home and $6.50 in in- 
stitutions, less 50 cents a day which the 
Children’s Service Bureau of Miami retains 
for administration expenses. State-accred- 
ited child placement agencies administer 
funds locally and interview applicants of- 
fering foster homes. 

Episcopalians desiring to participate in 
the Cuban refugee program were invited 
to make known their availability through 
their individual Churches. 
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‘MISSION OF THE CHURCH’ IS EXPLAINED BY RECTOR 


One of the most vital programs of the Diocese of California is the Mission of 
the Church. The editors of PACIFIC CHURCHMAN, in the belief that full under- 
standing of this aspect of diocesan activity is highly essential, requested the Chair- 
man of the Committee on the Mission of the Church, the Rev. John R. Wyatt, 
rector of Holy Trinity Church at Menlo Park, to write the article which follows. 


By the Rev. John R. Wyatt 

“Here am I, Send me.” 

This is where the church starts—God calls, man responds, God sends. This 
sending, this mission, is to draw all men out of the world to Christ that they may 
be sent back into the world for its reconciliation to God. When the church does 
not respond to this commission then, Our Lord says, it is like salt without 
saltiness—worthless and, indeed, destructive. 

That part of the church of Christ which we know in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia is under exactly this same demand and constraint. We have known this. We 
have been strengthening our parishes, opening new missions, taking our share 
of work done nationally and throughout the world. Yet we had a feeling we were 
being called to do far more than we were actually doing. What shook many of us 
was the challenge of providing our two-thirds-of-a-million-dollar share in the 
Church Divinity School construction program while still extending our beginning 
of new missions so that buildings and clergy would be provided to meet Cali- 
fornia’s population deluge. The Bishop’s Convention address in 1959 made clear 
the alternatives: a capital fund drive or improved stewardship to increase amounts 
given by individuals in their pledges and by congregations to the Diocese. Con- 
vention voted for the second alternative. 

Potential Great 

The potential is obviously great in this Diocese, and we are obviously far 
from the potential. If the parishioners of one of the larger congregations were 
tithing, they would be giving a million dollars a year in that one parish alone. 
Yet the 120 congregations of the Diocese give only five million and only a tenth 
of this goes to Diocesan and National work. 

Two necessities faced us — increased giving and some arena in 
which expenditure of limited funds might be systematically reviewed, 
studied and priorities recommended for the guidance of Convention. 

The Fund for the Mission of the Church was initiated for the first of these 
purposes. Each congregation was called upon by Convention action of the repre-

WORLD COUNCIL TO 
CONVENE IN INDIA 


Leaders of the World Council of 
Churches will meet in New Delhi, India, 
from November 18 through December 5 
for what promises to be one of the most 
important church meetings of this gen- 
eration. 

The third assembly of the World Coun- 
cil will bring representatives of the 175 
Protestant, Anglican and Orthodox mem- 
ber churches to the Indian capital, with 
nearly 1000 church men and women, 
among them 625 as official delegates and 
observers and guests. Among the observers 
for the first time will be frve Roman Cath- 
olics, named by the new Vatican Secre- 
tariat for Christian Unity. 

Before the Council are many important 
subjects, including admission of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church, which is seeking 
membership. Likewise, the two ecumenical 
streams of world Christianity, mission and 
unity, have been brought into a single 
organization—~the World Council of 
Churches and the International Missionary 
Council are to be integrated. 

Among the delegates to the Council is 
Mrs. Sherman Johnson, wife of the Rev. 
Sherman Johnson, Dean of Church Divin- 
ity School of the Pacific at Berkeley.

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TWO DIOCESES MEET 
ON ALCOHOLIC ISSUE 


“Pastoral Help in Alcoholic Problems” 
is the theme of a conference for clergy and 
laity of the Episcopal Church in the Pacific 
Coast area which will be held at the School 
of the Prophets, Grace Cathedral, from 
November 13th to 15th. The conference 
has been arranged and sponsored by the 
Committees on Alcoholism in the Dioceses 
of California and Los Angeles. 

Leaders of the conference will include 
officials of the California State Department 
of Health, medical doctors, psychiatrists, 
community workers, clinical psychologists, 
social case workers, law enforcement offh- 
cers, and representatives of Alcoholics 
Anonymous and the Al-Anon Family 
Groups. The Rev. James T. Golder, rector 
of the Church of the Advent of Christ 
the King, San Francisco, and Chairman of 
the diocesan committee on Alcoholism, is 
general chairman of the conference. 


Outstanding Speakers 


The conference will open on Monday, 
November 13th, at 7:30 p.m., at a session 
that will include two outstanding speakers. 
One will be Irving Babow, Ph.D., medical 
sociologist at the University of California 
School of Social Sciences, whose subject is 
to be “This is the Challenge.” The second 
address will be by Matt Carberry, Sheriff 
of San Francisco County; his subject will 
be “Alcohol and the Law.” 

The second day will enable conferees to 
engage in group discussions for the pur- 
pose of discovering questions and com- 
plaints which trouble pastors as a result of 
their efforts to help those who suffer from 
alcoholism. Questions thus raised will be 
brought to the attention of a panel of ex- 
perts during the day. Members of the panel 
will include: 

Joel Fort, M.D., director of the Center 
for Treatment and Education on Alcohol- 
ism, Alameda County, and psychiatric con- 
sultant for the State Department of Cor- 
rections; Catherine Peltenburg, psychiatric 
case worker, Adult Guidance Center, San 
Francisco; Mary C. Clark, executive direc- 
tor of the Monterey Peninsula Council on 
Alcoholism, Inc.; Arthur C., a member of 
Alcoholics Anonymous and an active com- 
municant of the Episcopal Church, and 
members of the Al-Anon Family Group in 
Los Angeles, who will present an original 
skit to describe the functions of that or- 
ganization.

LIVE to LEARN... 


A column devoted to the 
task of education

This is the season for the united re- 
sponse of members of our parishes to their 
annual commitment of a significant part 
of their material blessings to the mission 
of God’s people in the world. Never has 
the need of the population of our pre- 
carious planet been greater or more urgent. 
We do well to remember one of the pri- 
mary themes of our exciting laymen’s con- 
ference at Asilomar (described in the 
October issue)—that the layman IS the 
agent of reconciliation between God and 
Man, and between man and his brother, 
in the market place and home. And as the 
Presiding Bishop stated in his opening 
sermon to our General Convention, the 
Christian must undergo two conversions, 
the first to the Church and the second to 
the World. It is only as we understand 
that “God so loved the WORLD that He 
sent His Son,” that we can be truly moti- 
vated to give of ourselves meaningfully 
and thankfully. Too often we are under 
the impression that we are giving to sup- 
port our Church, its buildings and pro- 
gram, instead of seeing that these, however 
fine and necessary, are vain unless they are 
dedicted to the service and redemption of 
all mankind. The Church is gathered, as a 
community of faith, worship, love and 
nurture only to be spent and sent out to 
teach the ignorant, to heal the sick, and 
to strengthen the afflicted. 


Scrupulous Examination 


In so far as education clarifies the central 
issues of Christian discipleship, demanding 
scrupulous and sometimes painful exami- 
nation of our personal motivation and the 
quality of the corporate expression of our 
Christian life, it is seeking to deepen the 
stewardship of our time, talents, and treas- 
ure. The complaint that the new curricu- 
lum of our Church (which is being widely 
adopted with remarkable consequences in 
our parishes) is “too demanding” . . . or 
requires extensive training an recruit- 
ment of teachers . . . is similar to that 
heard by other departments of the Church’s

ministry that challenge all who dare claim 
the Name of Christ to make a response 
worthy of this calling. We can no longer 
afford the luxury of nominal discipleship 
and live in an era when our decisions for 
Christ cannot be cloaked in anonymity. Is 
Our response commensurate with our ma- 
terial blessings as individuals or as a nation 
and the supreme gift of Jesus Christ? 
There is a remarkable movie that can be 
recommended without reservation to every 
communicant of our Diocese which con- 
fronts us with the central issue of our 
awareness of Him whom we would follow 
as Lord and Saviour. The Director of Edu- 
cation saw this British movie before its 
release in this country. It is called “Whistle 
Down the Wind” and stars the brilliant 
ew | actress Haley Mills, and other de- 
lightful children. The story describes what 
happens to these children when they mis- 
takenly think that a bearded murderer, 
whom they discover in the family barn at 
night, is Jesus Christ himself. This occurs 
when he sees the girl peering down and 
asking him who he is and exclaims irrever- 
ently: “Jesus Christ!” But the children

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“Question 7” Praised 


“Question 7,” highly acclaimed motion 
picture depicting present-day pressure 
against a pastor and his son in East Ger- 
many, started its exclusive Northern Cali- 
fornia premiere engagement at the Stage 
Door Theatre in San Francisco, on 
Wednesday, October 25. The film was 
produced by Louis deRochemont Asso- 
ciates and Lutheran Film Associates. 

“Question 7,” in preparation for three 
years, was filmed last summer in Germany. 
The title refers to a questionnaire dis- 
tributed by state officials to school stu- 
dents of East Germany. The answers to 
the questions pose a critical test to con- 
science, because only those students 
deemed politically reliable are allowed by 
the government to pursue advanced study 
of their own choosing. 

W’ sizer Allan Sloane spent close to three 
years interviewing West Germans and 
refugees from the East; activities and posi- 
tion of the church and its members behind 
the iron curtain were also thoroughly re- 
searched. Each incident delineated actually 
occurred to individuals who had fled from 
the Communists—many of them play roles 
in the film.

Diocese Mourns Death of 


Archbishop Mitty of S. F. 


The Episcopal Diocese of California 
joined last month in the widespread 
mourning that followed the death of the 
Rev. John J. Mitty, Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of San Francisco, at Saint Patrick’s 
Seminary at Merlo Park at the age of 77.

“Church people of various Communions 
and other citizens in the whole Bay area 
will share with our Roman Catholic breth- 
ren in mourning the death of the esteemed 
Chief Pastor of the Archdiocese of San 
Francisco. In the name of our Diocese, I 
wish to extend to his colleagues and the 
priests and people of his Archdioces: 
deepest sympathy and the assurance of our 
prayers.”

The valuable volume, one of not 
more than three or four known to exist, 
was found in the college library, and 
the 11:30 a.m. service of November 5 
at the college was in accordance with 
the old Prayer Book, including the orig- 
inal music of John Merbecke. 


How long the Prayer Book had been 
in the library and who put it there are 
mysteries to college authorities.

sentatives of those congregations to seek to give each of the next five years 
beginning Jan. 1, 1961, an amount equal to 5% of their real income during 
the year to begin our share at CDSP and step up our mission expansion and 
capital need an. $71,000 was pledged and is being paid, representing 
response of about 13 of the 5%, with some giving the full amount and some 
none. Some have pledged the full amount but are paying it at increased rate over 
the five-year period. At Convention direction this money is going, $28,000 for 
new mission work, $23,000 to CDSP, $2,000 to help build Diocesan House in 
Tokyo, $1,000 toward the Church in South Africa and $18,000 toward con- 
struction of a college center at strategic San Jose State. 


Committee Formed 


The Committee on the Mission of the Church was formed to provide the 
arena for priority discussions. The Committee is widely representative of every 
area of Diocesan life and work, in terms of size and location and of all the 
Departments of Diocesan Council. In its day-long meetings the Committee 
studies and prepares for presentation to Convention after consultation with 
Diocesan Council recommendation on the expenditure of Mission of the Church 
Funds and on other priorities as requested by Council. In addition, the group 
serves as a clearing house whose permission must be secured before any general 
appeal for funds may be made in the name of the Church in this Diocese, to 
spare the problems of the multiplicity of conflicting “drives” which so hamper 
responsible stewardship. 

One year will have gone by in the life of this program at the 1962 Conven- 
tion. The increased responsibilities Council will be clarifying for the Diocese in 
this issue of the Churchman underlines the continued importance of the Com- 
mittee. OUR need to start 26 more of the 29 new missions and to give over 
$600,000 now for CDSP in themselves highlight the importance of a tripled 
response in the Fund for 1962. Hopefully parishes will find this 5% of total 
income in addition to their pledges a current diocesan operation will move us 
another step toward the goal adopted at the San Jose Convention of each parish 
and mission giving at least half of its yearly income to work outside its borders 
and that the Diocese do likewise.

keep their secret well; they have found 
their saviour in a manger; bring him bread 
and wine; watch him suffer silently, and 
ate themselves persecuted by older bullies 
in the school for having claimed to have 
met Jesus. 
Powerful Fantasy 


In a powerful fantasy we are able to 
follow the wonderful consequences of the 
simple but complete response of children 
to one whom they believe to be their Lord, 
and as God marvelously works through this 
criminal and through the faithfulness of 
these children, their lives and the lives of 
other are radically changed. The adult 
audience is shamed and humbled by the 
contract between its behavior and the un- 
selfconscious ministry of the children; and 
the perfection of their stewardship as they 
divide precious portions of their meals 
secretly with their “Jesus” in the barn. 

The question of our stewardship rests 
ultimately on whom we know to be the 
true Lord of all life, not one who resides 
under a mistaken identity in our “barns.” 
How would we act if we had just encoun- 
tered our Lord with the vivid reality of 
the farmer’s children in “Whistle Down 
the Wind”? Then recali that our Lord has 
made His Presence and Power miracu- 
lously available to all Christians in His 
Church, supremely in the Holy Eucharist, 
where we receive the Bread and Body of 
life eternal. Is our response a carelessly 
calculated mathematical fi t is it 
one where we offer thankfully ourselves, 
our souls and bodies—of which our treas- 
ure is a sign—to be a “reasonable, holy 
and living sacrifice”?

tion of living essentials collapsed in the

It was in January of 1958 that 
Charles was able to join his family, 
and his company flew them back to 
The Netherlands.

Church demands as an instrument for 
the true help of man.” 

With the Stewardship Department en- 
tering its third year of existence, it has 
pursued a course of active assistance to 
individual parishes and missions in prepa- 
ration for the current campaign. Approxi- 
mately 15 parishes and missions are re- 
ceiving full supervision of their campaigns, 
at their request, from the Department and 
Canon Yaryan has been active in develop- 
ment of 43 different Stewardship programs 
and has made in excess of 100 personal 
appearance since his appointment several 
months ago to the post he now holds. 

Canon Yaryan, declaring it “significant 
we have such a Department,” pointed out 
that it is organized in an effort to “try 
to help each parish, each mission and each 
communicant to discharge its, his or her 
Christian commitment—to help them 
“heal, feed and love their fellow men.” 

Generous Response 

“In the appeal for our help in meeting 
the great problems confronting Christian 
charity and understanding today,” he said, 
“the Diocese of California has responded 
and is continuing to respond with noble 
and notable generosity.

working with very material wood, building very material things, relating to his very 
material mother and the people of his community. He participated in the materialistic 
worship of Judaism. The first fruits presented to the Temple were not tokens, but were 
the real fruits of the total production of the Jew for their year. Passover was not possible 
without the things of the Passover—the lamb, the herbs, the wine, yes, even the family. 
When He went forth into the world, Jesus did so in a very material way. He healed 
the sick body and soul; he fed the multitude real bread and fish; it was real wine He 
created at Cana; he physically ejected the money-changers from the Temple. He cer- 
tainly did not apologetically request that they move. He indeed certainly was not “meek 
and mild” in the accepted reference. 


He hung on a very material cross; it was not comfortably upholstered 
in real leather and sponge rubber; those were not “comfort-designed”’ nails. 
He suffered genuine physical agony and rejection by those He came to 
save—even His dearest friends deserted Him. He arose in a material form, 
a physical ressurection. As you recall, doubting Thomas requested to feel 
His wounds. He ate with his disciples. 


In the breaking of bread, He made Himself known to them. He does again today. 
His promise to us is a very material eternal life. As we say, “I believe in the resurrection 
of the body and the life everlasting.” It is an identifiable, expressable body that we 
believe in. He left us His ordained and organic body, His church, made up of us, very 
physical beings, which church brings us our salvation and this salvation is a very 
organic, physical thing. He gave us His real presence in the material bread and wine 
of the Eucharist, not just a warm, sweet thought. Thus, is seems to me, God has used 
His creation to tell His love of us and to provide the proof. For 3500 years, and in 
increasing understanding, we have so received this mode of communication. There 
can be no other valid view of God's creation. 


Love Through “Things” 


In your own life, you have learned through things, to love through things. God 
gave you a material body, sensitive to material needs. Your mother’s love was expressed 
in a material way as she fed you, comforted you when you were unable to do for 
yourself, and through it, she told you of her love in a discourse far superior to words. 
All your lives, you have expressed your love or lack of it, in a material way. God's 
gift to you of your talent is expressed in material terms and bears very material fruit. 
Thus, the true Christian is one who accepts and expresses his faith in his Creator and 
Redeemer; in a physical way at worship, through physical presence as he goes forth 
to the glory of God in Christ; and his physically expressed presence in the alms basin. 
You see, he cannot do otherwise and have it relevant to his life, nor can you. 

Like a child who recognizes that he can never repay his mother, yet in sheer love 
of acceptance responds to his mother’s love in gifts, which to the world seem trite, but 
to him are his treasures; this is his free expression of trust, his dearest, his sacrifice. So, 
too, does the Christian respond to his creator and redeemer, his Heavenly Father, his 
Divine Brother. He responds by giving freely of his treasure, his time, his talent, for 
without this total expression, the Christian would be deprived of his need to love. He 
would thus deprive himself of his ability to accept love. 


Love unexpressed is love unfulfilled. Love, like the faith, must be given away to 
live and expand, and it has to be given away in a material way. The lover must give 
to his beloved or be deprived of the fullness of his love. Thus, the natural response 
of the Christian is the giving of his material possessions freely, and in significant 
amounts, continually, as an expression of his love for Christ, and all that Christ means 
to the world. It is an incontradictable truth that the tither also gives freely of his time 
and his talent. It just comes “naturally.” He does it so that the Church can go into 
the world and release herself from the confines of household expenses and fulfill her 
Christ-commanded role of serving all the needs of man—healing the sick, feeding and 
housing the poor, the widows and orphans, the aged; educating the youth, visiting 
the prisoners in redeeming love. This epitomizes his need to love as Christ has loved him. 

The average church today does not even amortize its own buildings, let alone 
do what it was commanded to do by Jesus Christ. Were the Episcopalians of this 
Diocese to tithe, not only would the institutional expenses of all the churches be met 
more than adequately, but so too would all the desperate needs of mankind in this 
geographic area. 

Privilege of Service 


The tither considers his service to his Lord a privilege, not a chore, for he loves

a tithe of our waking hours. Of the mini- 
mum of ninety hours each week that we 
are awake, a tithe of our time would mean 
an expenditure of at least nine hours for 
God's work. Too many Episcopalians are 
too busy to give God one hour on Sunday, 
yet with society now operating as it is, 
most men work less than half of their 
waking hours to provide their families with 
the necessities of life. There would appear 
to be ample time for a tithe of our waking 
hours for such things as our devotional life, 
service projects for the church, and wit- 
nessing in the community to our faith. 

Stewardship carries a recognition of the 
many abilities and the harnessing of talent 
in the church. So you are gifted in the fine 
art of finance? The church needs you to 
help straighten out its muddled fiscal pro- 
cedures. So you are a carpenter? What 
about shelves in the Sunday School room? 
So you can carry a tune? There is a place 
for you in the choir loft .. . and so it goes. 
There is room for almost any and every 
talent that the average church member has. 
Stewardship means that you use that talent 
to God’s glory. 

But beside having to do with our time 
and abilities, Stewardship has to do with 
money... your money. Since money is the 
means we use to convert our work into 
the goods and services we want and need, 
and since many of these goods and services 
needed by the Church can only be secured 
through money rather than through work, 
Stewardship has something to say about 
your money, the way you manage it, and the 
way you give it. The most uncertain blasts 
of the trumpet have been sounded on this 
subject, but it is also one area where our 
Diocese has given significant leadership 
by insisting that the tithe of one’s treasure 
is the only Christian standard of our giv- 
ing. We may give through a variety of 
motives—gratitude, obligation, impulsive- 
ness, to name three; but unless we have 
undertaken the discipline of tithing, our 
motives may result in only token giving. 
Tithing is the Christian standard, because 
our Lord accepted it. It is the Biblical 
standard—and the Bible, we have main- 
tained, is inspired by God. The tithe is a 
minimal standard of our stewardship, and 
we cannot, in any sense, be considered 
“sacrificial” givers until we have measured 
our giving by the standard of the tithe. 
Indeed, for most of us, there would be 
little sacrifice involved until our giving ex- 
ceeds this standard. 


We live in times of fear and uncertainty. 
Our Church would be delinquent if it blew

completely furnished by donations from 
parishoners, and stocked with supplies. 
Grocery money for the family for a month 
was provided, at the end of which time it 
was assumed the Witmers could be self- 
supporting. 

With the details of sponsorship settled, 
the Witmers boarded a jet and flew to 
America — Charles, Henriette and their 
small brood — Judy, 7, Richard, 5, and 
Anton, 4. And with them came Charles’ 
brother, Frederick, 17. From the East 
Coast, where they boarded a transconti- 
nental train, to the West Coast they had 
an opportunity to view the amazing 
breadth of their new homeland, and after 
their arrival in Oakland, where they were 
met and brought to Santa Cruz by mem- 
bers of the Church, they were constantly 
overwhelmed by the scenic wonderland 
and the man-made marvels — skyscrapers, 
bridges, dams. They were struck, too, by 
the congestion of automobiles, in contrast 
with their sparsity in their former home, 
where the bicycle is the popular mode of 
personal transportation. 


On arrival in Santa Cruz, the Witmers 
were warmly greeted by parishoners of 
their sponsoring Church, were served din- 
ner and were welcomed during the after- 
noon of their first day by visits from 
several other former Indonesian families 
now residing in the area. 


Settled in Honor 


Today, the six Witmers are settled in 
Santa Cruz, thanks to the people of Cal- 
vary and the mission of the Church World 
Service, coupled with the aggressive cham- 
pionship of the program by Diocesan in- 
terests, including Miss Lucille Richards, 
who has directed refuge work under Arch- 
deacon Betts as chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Community Relations, and who is 
leaving to assume full-time employment 
with the Diocese of Los Angeles. 

The Rev. Mr. Anderson, in comment- 
ing on the parish’s experience with the 
refugee program, said: 

“We appreciate the work of Miss 
Richards and Church World Service. 
Also, the Parish itself has been 
helped by the coming of the Wit- 
mers—first, by their presence here, 
and, second, in the knowledge of 
deeds done, not just words said.” 


Meanwhile, the Archdeacon stressed the 
growing requirement for “personal in- 
volvement” with the problem of the 
refugees seeking resettlement, adding that 
“with Miss Richards’ loss, it becomes essen- 
tial that we devote greater and immediate 
individual concern for and participation 
in the program, acting in the true Christian 
spirit to aleviate misery and suffering.”

For four years we 
have sounded the certain note of steward- 
ship. We cannot and we must not retreat. 
Sound stewardship practice is needed. It 
is the only means to provide outreach, care 
for our church’s housekeeping expenses 
and enlist the total commitment of every 
churchman. 

“If the trumpet give an uncertain 
sound who shall prepare himself to 
battle” . . . the call has sounded. It 
has no uncertain sound. It leads the 
way. Will you follow?
